INDIA. 

Malaria — Bombay Presidency. 

During the three-year period, 1914-1916, there were admitted to 
hospital in the Bombay Presidency 1,352,372 cases of malaria as 
compared with 1,171,600 cases admitted during the previous three- 
year period, 1911-1913. This increase was mainly due, to a very 
severe incidence of malarial fever in the province of Sind, owing to 
excessive rains and an abnormal inundation of the Indus in the 
year 1916, and is not an indication that the efforts made by the 
Government to combat the disease in the specially malarious tracts 
have in any way been relaxed. A large number of cases were treated 
in the worst infected districts of Sind and quinine was made widely 
available.
